(b) Grows tobacco, or makes up cigarettes, or 
buys or cuts tobacco for his own personal use 
and not for sale ; 

(c) Being a licensed auctioneer, sells by auction 
by order of a manufacturer, or by order of any 
other person lawfully entitled to dispose of the 
same, any manufactured or unmanufactured 
tobacco, cigars, or cigarettes, wherever the same 
may be kept or stored.
